It’s irritating to be writing an article and have events supersede you, but 
that's technology for you. As this month’s lead feature on ‘Tiger’ video server 
technology was being prepared for Communique, news-wires relating to the 
same topic kept flooding in. 

Judging by recent reports in American Business Week, technology is 
rapidly moving into the home. And if not into, then certainly towards — 
because the interest and the investment are there to make certain it happens. 

By the time we’d pasted up the feature, Bill Gates had demonstrated anoth¬ 
er version of a Tiger-related product. 

An interactive TV, or ‘smart TV controlled by Microsoft Tiger was shown to 
the Edison Electric Institute in the US, together with a software prototype devel¬ 
oped in conjunction with a company called Pacific Gas and Electric Company. 

And if you’re wondering what gas and software have in common, the 
software was designed to allow users to dial into their TV and find out how 
much their home is consuming in terms of power. 

Apparently, the demonstration featured a hand-held controller with which 
Mr Gates was able to call up a number of household applications to find out 
how much power those applications are consuming. 1,000Pacific Gas and 
Electric customers in Walnut Creek California will be testing a system based 
on Tiger later this year. 

Hopefully the trial will go better than the demonstration — a ‘Disk Error’ 
message brought the demo to apremature end; “Hmm,”Mr Gates is reported to 
have said, “You can see it’s not going to happen overnight. ” 

Even so, patience may prove rewarding. All pervading domestic-network 
technology like Tiger promises a means to many and varied ends. 

“IfMr Gate’s plan succeeds... [Microsoft’s software] will accompany you on 
vacation, sitting in a pocket device which pays your bar tab. It will ride in your 
car, mapping out the best route to your destination. It will control your appli¬ 
ances and feed programs and information to an entire city’s television sets. ” 

Imagine that. You could ask your TV to define ‘ethnomusicology’.

I upgraded to Word 6.0 
for Windows late last 
year. Although the 
program performs well, 

I find it most 
disconcerting when it 
announces errors which 
don’t appear anywhere 
in either the manual or 
online help— for 
example, ‘Winhelp has 
caused a general 
protection fault in 
module T640.Drv at 
0001:4E01’. 

It would be both 
helpful and reassuring 
to know a bit more 
about why these 


problems occur and the 
possible causes and 
solutions—whether 
they’re caused by bugs 
in the program, in 
which case we should 
notify Microsoft 
Support and get a fix, or 
whether they’re caused 
by hardware problems, 
in which case we 
should deliver the 
rocket to the hardware 
supplier! 

Judging from the 
amount of mail in the 
various InterNet and 
local echoes, there are a 
lot of other users 
experiencing the same 
frustrations. I’m well 


aware programs such as 
this have in-built error¬ 
handling routines to 
allow for ‘controlled 
crashes’; however, to 
leave the poor user 
completely in the dark 
as to the cause does 
nothing to instil 
confidence in the 
program or the 
company behind it. 

Help us make 
better and more 
efficient use of our 
software.

The error you received 
in Word is not really a 
Word error — the error 
was in Winhelp, and 
would seem to indicate 
the video driver sofi- 


“General Protection 
Fault”, covers many 
areas of Windows and 
is a general way of 
alerting you. 

As you can see, the 
error mentions the 
application (Winhelp), 
the module (TdW.drv) 
and the memory 
address (0001AE01). 
If every possible combi¬ 
nation of Windows 
applications and 
system modules or 
drivers for this type of 
error was listed, it 
would fill volumes. 
Fortunately, most 
software today is very 
stable, and it’s only 
certain uncommon 
combinations or older 
drivers which can 
cause these problems. 


As this errorhasmore 
to do with Windows, 
the troubleshooting 
section in The 
Windows User’s 
Manual should help 
resolve most common 
problems. Other 
sources of information 
include text files on the 
Microsoft Connect 
Service, and you can 
order technical refer¬ 
ences such as the 
Windows Resource Kit 
and TechNet CD from 
the Sales Information 
Centre. 

The information is 
certainly available, but 
perhaps some better 
signposts are required. 
Thanks for the feed¬ 
back!

• an inducement to 
those considering a 
change to IBM’s 32 bit 
OS/2 to go instead with 
Workgroups as offering 
more features than the 
IBM option; 

• a utilities suite ready 
for Chicago’s introduc¬ 
tion (same 32-bit 
features as Workgroups), 
while providing an up¬ 
grade of much-needed 
utilities to existing 
Workgroups users.

In fact Microsoft already 
has virus scanning, 
hard disk manage¬ 
ment, backup programs 


and other such utilities 
in MS-DOS 6.2 which 
work with Windows for 
Workgroups 3.11 with 
32-bit access enabled. 
The only exception I’m 
aware of is that the 
Windows version of 
undelete doesn’t work 
with 32-bit Workgroups 
3.11 access; if you need 
to use undelete on such 
an occasion, first 
ensure that you 
installed the MS-DOS 
version of undelete 
(you have the option 
not to at install time) 
and then do the 
undelete from MS-DOS. 
Note that you should 
install the MS-DOS 
version of undelete 
BEFORE you have a 
problem, because if you 
do so after you acciden¬ 
tally delete a file, the 
installation of the MS- 
DOS undelete program 
may permanently 
remove the deleted file 
you’re trying to recover. 
If you find yourself in 
this situation, get a 
copy of the MS-DOS 
undelete program on 
floppy and run it off 
floppy to avoid obliter¬ 
ating your valuable file!

Dear Communique, 

I’d like to suggest that 
you have a ‘Gotchas’ 
section in Communique. 
Recently, I’ve spent 
considerable time 
tracking down the cause 
of some silly problems, 
and I’d like to stop 
others from wasting 
similar time. Both my 
gotchas are from 
Access 1.1 (which my 
workplace is still 
currently using). 

Gotcha 1. A named 
macro (for example 
macro fred in macro file 
jim — referred to as 
jim.fred) suddenly 
stopped working for no 
apparent reason. The 
first few statements 
worked, but the main 
one which opened a 
form suddenly was no 
longer executed. 
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Solution 1.1 must 
have accidentally 
touched the spacebar, 
so the openform state¬ 
ment had a blank in the 
label column. This was 
being treated as the 
start of the next labelled 
macro and so the line 
wasn’t executed. 

Hint to Microsoft— 
if blanks are significant 
as in the macro label 
column, then perhaps 
they should be coloured 
or made visible in some 
way. 

Gotcha 2.1 had a 
field in the report 
heading section of a 
report which had 
source as 

[Forms]! [MyForm], [Cho 
ice], and this worked 
perfectly satisfactorily. I 
simply moved this to 
the page heading section 
with the mouse, as I 
needed it on each page. 
The report now gave an 
error message about 
invalid reference to 
[Forms]! [MyForm]. [Cho 
ice]. Talk about 
inconsistent behaviour! 
Either it should be 
wrong in both places or 
correct in both places. 

Solution 2. Add an 
equal sign, so the page 
header source reads: 

=[Forms]! [MyForm] 
.[Choice] 

Hint to Microsoft — 
consistency is a virtue.

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■t’s surprising just how little television has changed 
over the past three decades. Sure, we’ve gone from 
black and white to colour and the programs have 
grown a little more sophisticated, but the medium’s still 
the same. 


dumb receivers pick them up. There are only a few TV 
stations and save for the precious few viewers who are 
involved in the ratings surveys, we have no direct way 
to tell the broadcasters how we feel about the quality of 
material they broadcast. 

Perhaps this is why the video rental business is 
doing so well. In the US more than $US13 billion flows 
through video rental. In Australia the market has grown 
from approximately $500 million in 1989 to more than 
$650 million today. Plainly, people like to choose what 
they watch rather than having it dictated to them. 

A number of large companies and consortiums plan 
to provide the Australian public with more choice. 

There are two ways for them to do this: they can use 
some sort of transmission method and then get 


commands from the consumer back down the 
phone line or they can use a cable or wire of 
some kind. 

The two satellite TV licences have been sold 
off with much confusion and public outcry. The 
microwave transmission licences (and there are 
many of these) are now mostly in private hands. 

Telecom has sold off 20 of the channels in 
its cable-based network to US cable TV company 
CTS. The other 40 channels in this as yet unbuilt 
network are keenly sought after. 

Telecom is itself in a consortium with Kerry 
Packer and Rupert Murdoch to deliver pay TV in 

Australia The Packer Murdoch Television group - 

is somewhat jokingly referred to as the PMT 
consortium. 

Optus would like to get in on the act and also 
recently announced plans to launch a service. Like the 
Telecom system, this will rely on cables laid in the 
ground to each house or business. 

Then there’s been talk of delivering as many as 500 
channels to peoples’ homes using an advanced fibre 
optic network. This network is still on the drawing 
board. 

What all these new services will offer is choice. 

You’ll be able to choose from a huge range of movies, 

TV shows, educational videos, music videos and pre¬ 
recorded sports events. The best of them will offer full 
scale interactive TV. 

We’ll no longer be couch potatoes absorbing 
whatever the TV stations choose to send us. Instead, 


the viewer will have the power to choose the material he or she watches, to pause the 
program, slow it down or to rewind it. Eventually we’ll even be able to choose the 
camera angles. 

If you haven’t already guessed, this is all part of the information superhighway. 
Along with interactive TV we’ll get video shopping, education services and even video 
telephone calls. 

Of course the information highway will also bring a lot of other communications 
services as well as those driven by video. However, it’s the delivery of video that’s 
hardest, simply because of the amount of digital data you need to move around to cany 
a video image. Just a few minutes of full motion video can fill a 500Mb hard disk drive. 

Even with compression such as that provided by the new MPEG standard, 
squeezing the video down so it doesn’t take up so much space and then distributing it 
to peoples’ homes or business takes a lot of doing. 

The Hnsuier 

There are many large companies involved in this transformation of television. Each 
company is providing a different piece of the puzzle. 

Bill Gates, the founder and chief executive officer of Microsoft, is particularly 
interested in this area—you may remember he spoke about the digital highway 
when he was in Australia earlier this year. 

“There are going to be three levels and no one company is going to operate 
across all those levels,” he said. “There will be the network, the technology to run the 
network and the applications to pay for the network.” 

In line with this vision, Microsoft announced in May that it already had a working 
prototype of the software to run the network—code named ‘Tiger’. 


H ustraiian teleuision technology 

is much the same today as uihen it mas 
introduced 30 years ago. But the next 
flue years will transform teleuision 
both here and around the UJOrld. 


The Problem 

So what is it that Tiger has set out to achieve? 

All of these new services—video on demand, interactive TV, home shopping, 
education services — need the technology to do two things. First, they must get their 
video to the consumer. Then they must be able to take commands or choices from 
the consumer and act upon them. 

For example, for a shopping service, the system must be able to pump the video 
images of the goods on sale down the line or over the ether to the consumer. Then the 
system must be able to respond to the customers’ product selection. 

The customer may not want to buy jeans but is interested in shirts. The system 
needs to be able to skip the jeans section and go straight to shirts so the customer can 
get exactly what he or she wants without having to watch a whole lot of material 
that’s of no interest. The system can even be set to select only those items in the right 

There’s a name for these sorts of services. They’re called narrow casting. It 
contrasts with broadcasting where everyone gets the lot, no matter what they want, 
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one size fits all. In narrow casting you limit your 
audience so you can serve it better. 

Of course this all costs money. In the past, it 
would’ve been ridiculous to suggest that TV stations 
should narrow cast, the cost of the technology involved 
in transmitting TV signals rendered it unthinkable. 

Today, however, the integration of computers and 
communications has made it possible to turn the comer. 

Estimates vary, but the experts say that to be 
viable, any system would have to deliver its service to 
the home for less than $1,500 — the point at which it 
becomes attractive for customers to subscribe to a 
service. It also assumes that at least part of the cost is 
borne by the provider and only $500 at most by the 
subscriber. 

So one of the key factors in the success or 
otherwise of these new services is whether they can be 
built at the right cost 

There are three elements. There’s the piece 
of equipment which sits inside the house and 
manages the incoming signals and generates 


“Some people assume that video-on-demand is a hardware problem for massively 
parallel machines, but it’s really a software issue,” said Nathan Myhrvold, senior vice- 
president of advanced technology at Microsoft. “Once you have the right software, 
you can implement it in many ways — on personal ‘Tigers’ for individual or 
workgroup use, corporate ‘Tigers’ for small or mid-sized private networks, and city 
‘Tigers’ for large-scale, metropolitan service areas.” 

There are considerable advantages with a software-based approach. The system 
is scalable, meaning it can come in different sizes. 

Single PCs providing a small system might be used to store training videos for a 
small company or department. The users would be able to call up these videos 
through the network on their PCs. 

A larger system might be used in a hotel, perhaps made up of a controlling PC 
with a series of rack-mounted PCs (bare bones machines without keyboards or 
monitor). This configuration could replace the large jukebox type systems now in use 
to deliver videos to guests’ rooms on demand. 

A medium sized system might provide the same services as your local video shop, 
with a wide but not complete range of video titles. For example, you might have a 
specialist setup which handles only silent movies. While such a service would not 
survive in a local market, it might well prosper in an Australia-wide context. 


the commands or outgoing signals. This is a 
device which should be manufactured at low cost. 

Then there’s the actual network, either wires 
or some sort of transmissions to handle the ingoing 
and outgoing traffic. The problem here is whether 
the signals can be carried down existing wires c 

or whether, if new wires have to be run, whether 
it would be cheaper to use satellite transmissions 
or microwave transponders. 

Then finally there’s the server at the end of the line 
which generates the video signals and acts upon the 
incoming commands. This device is plainly a computer 
system of some kind. It needs a huge amount of disk 
storage and the ability to transmit large amounts of 
data at the same time. 

Many companies are working on providing 
solutions for this part of the information highway. Many 
are working on video servers based upon mainframes 
or supercomputers. All the approaches companies have 
announced so far involve a combination of hardware 
and software. 

The Tiger Solution 

Microsoft has chosen a completely different approach. 

Microsoft has combined its Windows NT Advanced 
Server with some special software to create a software 
video server. The advantage is that such a server can 
run on any computer which supports the Windows NT 
Advanced Server. 

Since it can do this, ‘Tiger’ can run any sized 
system. In addition, Tiger systems can be linked so they 
can support very large numbers of users.

A large business might use a large Tiger server to store and distribute not only 
training videos but also video messages and video material for presentations. 

The very large Tiger servers with hundreds or even thousands of processors 
could provide online shopping or video on demand for whole cities. Universities 
might consider installing such servers to allow them to deliver a new level of distance 


When? 

There are a range of different pilot projects already underway. In the US there are 
currently three trials progressing and more are planned. British Telecom is running a 
trial in the UK 

Here in Australia a trial is operating in Sydney with another planned for a suburb 
of Wollongong. In May, Microsoft demonstrated its ‘Tiger’ technology in cor\junction 
with Compaq and Intel. 

Microsoft is planning a pilot project using Tiger technology in Seattle before the 
end of this year with Tfele-Communications Inc (TCI). 

Even if all the bugs can be ironed out in these trials, the actual deployment of 
large scale systems requires considerable infrastructure, including new cabling and 
switch gear. Business structures intending to operate the systems will also take time 
to set up. 

It will be at least 1096 before any large scale systems come to a TV set near you, 
but in the meantime look out for some installation of some of the smaller systems in 
places like hotels, planes and businesses. Probably one of the first areas to adopt the 
Tiger technology will be Him and video production houses.

Tiger is part of a broader Microsoft 
technology. The company calls this its 
‘total broadband network architecture’. 
Put simply, this is a software 
architecture for the deliuery of large 
uolumes of uideo and traditional data 
ouer a network. 

Illhen the Tiger system receiues an 
inquiry or a request for certain material, 
it goes to the Windows NT Hduanced 
Seruer Uideo Manager Module. This 
Module acts as a control and kicks off a 
Tiger ‘cub’ data handler. The cub then 
moues the digital uideo data from the 
system’s storage (usually hard disks) 
through an asynchronous transfer mode 
(ATM) switch to the distribution 
network. 

The data coming from the ATM 
deuices can then be switched into 
ethernet or fibre distributed data 
interface (FDDI) packets for distribution 
around a network. Also, the output from 
the system can be transduced into a 
modulated analog signal or sent straight 
out in ATM form. 

The system also features distributed 
load balancing, low latency and built-in 
redundancy. Components are hot- 
pluggable so the system can keep 
running all the time. 

To deal with this it incorporates self- 
healing systems. So if a Tiger cub fails, 
the system automatically re-configures 
to distribute the load to the other cubs. 
When the cub is healed and back on line 
the load is passed back to the cub. 

The system is independent of any 
particular uideo compression standard 
and can support euerything from sound 
up to high definition TU transfers at 
15Mb per second.

Is it something in the water? We 
asked a number of Australians 
to give us their views on why we 
can't stop buying bigger, better 
and brighter technology.

Fair? 

B y the end of the 1970s - a mere five years after 
their introduction - some 70% of Australian 
households had a colour TV. Today that figure is 
closer to 100%. Such rapid adoption is hardly 
unusual. We are after all a nation of buyers, 
especially if the product can do something to change 
the way we either live or do business. 

We take to technology like we take to our sporting 
heroes, and the result has been a well earned 
reputation as one of the world’s 
fast adopters.

In the IT field, Australia has a remarkable record as enthusiastic adopters of 
technology. According to research organisation IDC we were a mere 5 PCs per 
100 people behind world leaders, the US at the end of last year. But that gap is 
closing fast (see table Page 16). Currently we have 21.3 PCs per 100 people, but 
by 1998 IDC says that will be closer to 36.9. The US, by comparison, will rise 
from 26.1 PCs per 100 people to 40.4 PCs per 100. 

And while we’re catching up in the PC area, we are among the leaders in the 
world of mobile communications. Currently 1.16 million of us carry a mobile 
phone, a dramatic jump from the 600,000 in use less than 12 months ago 
according to Maurice Dobbin, editor of mobile communications newsletter, 
Mobiles. That number will continue to rise, he says, due to the fact that unlike 
many other countries, Australia has a 


united mobile phone service. This allows 
our users to use their mobile phone any¬ 
where in Australia, which is more than 
can be said for poor “Chucky” and his 


American contemporaries. 

This love affair with high 
tech gadgetry is nothing new. 
We have embraced a wide 
variety of technologies for many years now, according to figures in a work in 
progress currently under way at the Commonwealth Bureau of TYansport and 
Communications Economics in Canberra 

“The Communications Futures Project” contains data which proves it didn’t 
take us long to get colour TVs out of the shop and into our lounge rooms. So too, 
VCRs. During their first year of sales way back in 1976 some 3000 units were 
sold. Last year annual sales were in excess of 700,000 units, with household 
penetration up to 80% (compare this to 16% penetration in 1983). 

Our relentless adoption of new technologies is widely recognised. In a recent 
report the Organisation for Economic Cooperation and Development (OECD) 
labelled us “the fastest adopters [of new technologies] in the OECD”. 

But the question remains: why are we like this? Is there some part of the 
Australian psyche that compels us to pull out our credit card the minute the next 
new whiz bang technology arrives? Donning our detective hat, Communique’s 
team of reporters went in search of an answer. We questioned some prominent 
and some not so prominent Australians on that eternal question: why are we 
“techno-junkies”? 
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The tyranny of distance 


...money talks 



Australians have been driven to find solutions to overcome the ‘tyranny of 
distance’ say some and there is the suggestion that Australia’s physical 
environment and the population distribution present unique challenges which 
have led to us being early and rapid adopters of technology. 

Australia pioneered The School of the Air in the 1950s using radio 
technology, and is currently pioneering distance-breaking digital 
communications technology in the 1990s. Communities, schools and hospitals 
are already linked by computers and cables across the vast expanses. It’s 
estimated the number of Australians with access to the InterNet electronic 
bulletin board service could be 750,000 by the end of the year. 

“New technology has a lot of uses for 
people especially if it makes their lives 
easier,” said Roger Steele, a former outback 
stockman who later became a Northern 
Territory government minister. 


The Australian propensity to adopt could be 
fuelled by simple economics. “In Australia, we often 
hear that we’re second only to the US when it comes 
to technology adoption,” said Andrew Kelly of 
market analysis firm, The Leading Edge. But, he 
says, both Australia and the US rank highly in the 
world in terms of income and education - two 
factors which, he says, will naturally affect 
technology adoption. 

Microsoft research shows the Australian 
population is segmented when it comes to adopting 
new technologies. In general, two-thirds of the 
population will take on new technologies while the 
other one-third remains indifferent to adoption. 


‘You can be an old-timer like me 
and survive without it, but mobile 
radios and phones have helped 
outback people in the Territory 
enormously. Now, you can contact people easily.” 

Indeed, our modem willingness to welcome innovations into our lives may 
have roots in historical adversity. 

Professor Vance Gledhill, of the Microsoft Institute of Advanced Research, 
says the question of whether Australians are willing to adopt new technology is a 
‘social science question’ for which there’s no ready answer. However, he says, in 
areas of technology adoption such as medicine, Australians have historically 
been quick adopters. Citing Joseph Lister’s demonstration of the efficacy of 
antiseptics in England last century, Professor Gledhill said that ‘within months’ 
Lister’s work was being used in Australia 

Editor of the Australian edition of the New Scientist magazine, Ian Anderson, 
suggests Australians’ reputation for being quick adopters of new technologies 
owes much to the early days of European settlement, when pioneers were in a 
land which required innovative solutions to survive. 

Knowledge of the Industrial Revolution and its achievements among early 
settlers helped the process and history of Australian innovation, Mr Anderson 
says. For those reasons, “we have an impressive innovation record.” 


Product affordability, accessibility of products 
and the flow-on effects of education about high 
technology developments encourage people to buy. 
A flourishing second hand market similarly lowers 
price point and encourages people to enter the 
technological fray. 

Social commentator, Lin Pao-Lo, believes the 
population size and the familiarity of Australians 
“with working in small numbers” are added reasons 
behind their adoption of new technologies. 

To explain his view, Mr Lin cites differences in 
radio news programming in Europe, the US and 
Australia “In all centres, the technologies are 
similar. But in Australia, these same programs might 
only take three people to put to air, while elsewhere 
up to 40 people could be involved in producing a 
similar-quality program. 

“The Australian familiarity with working in small 
numbers means there’s heavy reliance on 
technologies among them when trying to do a job 
comparable to that of their overseas counterparts.” 
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Magical mystery lure 


Trade union organiser, Julie Pagonis of the Public Sector Union — who 
negotiated the world’s first two approved teleworking awards this year — is 
mystified by the lure new technologies have with Australians. 

“I think Australians have been amazing [in] adopting technology early,” 
Pagonis says. “I don’t know why. You see it everywhere. I don’t know whether it’s 
status or whether people need to get their work done faster.” 

So is our national character one of the influences? 



Surgeon Philip Sharp, who describes Australia as ‘excellent in general terms’ 
with technology and adoption, says “Australians are prepared to get up and do 
things rather than follow the example of others. In Australia, 
you often have to find your own 
solution.” 

Michael Ziviani of Microsoft says 
that key words often heard among 


; why people adopt technology are 
‘curious’ and ‘reward’. Ziviani says his ‘gut 
feeling’ is that Australians are quick 
technology adopters because it brings them 
“towards the cutting edge” of the future. This Australian attitude is helped, he 
says, because “our lifestyle is pretty adventurous”. 

David Cassam, director of the Multiple Sclerosis Society says the ‘open- 
minded’ attitude of Australians towards trying out new technology explains why 
Australia increasingly has become a test-bed for new technologies developed by 
other countries such as Japan. 


One of the great myths? 

But not everyone is so sure that Australia’s new-found title of fast adopter is 
deserved. 

“Is [it] one of the great myths about Australia?” asks technology and 
telecommunications journalist, Helen Meredith. “I don’t know of anyone who 
has done a real survey and proved it The argument we’re world leaders in 
innovation and adoption often makes me wonder when I look at the Japanese. 
There, they are absolutely fearless about adopting new technologies and playing 
with them.” 


Australian Wendy Spinks, adviser to the 
powerhouse Japanese Government Ministry of 
International Trade and Industry’s Institute for 
Economic and Financial Research, says she believes 
Australia’s reputation for innovation and technology 
adoption is patchy. 

“On a personal level, Australians compared to 
Japanese get out and do it. But on a policy level, the 
Japanese outstrip Australia in encouraging adoption 
and innovation. They throw big bucks at it.” 

Within the Japanese Government, Ms Spinks says 
the message and the practice are different because 
Japanese Government offices use little advanced 
technology compared to Australian Government 
offices, however in Japanese industry it’s a different 
story. The Japanese lead Australia, she says. 

Looking to the future 

Well-founded or not, the future for Australia as a 
forward-moving forward-thinking country rests with 
us — both in our place of work and at home. 

Dr Grahame Allison, chief of the CSIRO’s 
Division of Water Resources, notes that in recent 
years there have been changes among corporate, 
government and small businesses towards the 
acceptance of new technologies and innovative 
solutions. Dr Allison has found that “large industries 
tend not to take on new ideas quickly because of 
risks both legal and financial. So, many large 
businesses are sticking to their core businesses.” 

The engine room of future Australian innovation 
and technology adoption, Dr Allison believes, will be 
small business. “Small businesses tend to be 
innovative and take risks.” 

What stops them being more innovative is ‘ 
shortage of capital, Dr Allison argues. This drought 
of capital could eventually weaken Australia’s 
record for innovation and technology adoption, 
because small businesses seeking capital to be 
innovative “could take their expertise and go 
offshore”. 

Hairdresser Aldo Del Vecchio says his 
customers are increasingly talking about new 
technologies when they come for a trim. 

Mr Del Vecchio, who has had two PCs, says he 
got them “to do work and for my two kids to play 
and study with. I had no problems about making a 
decision to buy them. They were affordable and I 
could see a use for them. I think almost all families 
will end up buying a computer and this will make 
Australia unique in the field. Affordability will bring 
information technology to us all.” •

Want to make the most of your 
home-based hardware? 
Communique shows you how to 
set up a SOHO (Small Office 
Home Office) network and looks 
at some of the advantages of 
linking together a couple of PCs. 

you mention the word ‘network’, it’s 
understand-able that people automatically think of 
giant corporate structures linked by miles of cable. 

But if you’ve got more than one machine at 
home, there are good reasons to consider installing 
a network at home. Whether you use your machines 
for small business purposes or purely for pleasure, 
networking is a simple, feasible option which can 
maximise your resources. 

1. Everything you’ll ever need for the small 
network: Microsoft Wmdows for Workgroups 3.11 
(one copy for every PC you wish to upgrade), a 
length of thin ethemet cable, connectors and two 
network cards. 

For this demonstration, we’re connecting a 486 
33MHz Osborne PC to a 486 25MHz Dell PC; prior to 
installation, both machines had Windows for 
Workgroups 3.1 installed, but both operated as 
standalone machines. Both have 4Mb of RAM. 

Windows for Workgroups 3.11 will install on a 
386SX PC with 3Mb of RAM, but Microsoft 
recommends 4Mb. Also requires 10.5Mb of hard disk 
space for installation and at least MS-DOS 3.3. 

2. Make sure your computer is switched OFF. 
For added peace of mind, you should remove the 
power leads; this can actually safeguard against 
discharge of static from you to the components 
within the PC. 

Remove the cover. 

Before touching any cards or components in the 
PC, earth yourself by touching the PC’s metal 
cabinet — again to prevent discharge of static and 
corruption of sensitive electronic circuitry. 

3. We’re using two Intel EtherExpress 16-bit LAN 
cards. They can be bought from most electrical 
hardware shops, including Dick Smith’s. The two 
visible connecting ports, are the thin ethemet 
connector and the AUI/DIX connector. The latter is 
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less frequently used these days. Most suppliers will supply cable with the card 
and a T-piece connector as part of the total cost. 

When handling the cards avoid touching the gold contacts; ideally, you 
should take the card from its protective bag and place straight into the PC. 

4. Our thin ethemet cable is 10 feet of co-axial cable (not the same as TV 
co-ax!). We have two T-piece connectors (one for each PC) and two terminators. 
The terminators are essential and effectively blank off the spare arms of our 
connectors. 

There are standard rules governing cable lengths in networks; for instance, 
with thin ethemet you can have up to a total of 185 metres of cable connecting 
the network before you need signal boosting equipment—but unless you 
happen to live in Buckingham Palace, the SOHO operator needn’t worry too 
much. 

The T-piece fits into the back of the port in the card; one arm of the T 
connects to the cable, the other to the terminator. 

5. For a third PC, you would remove the terminator and plug into another 
section of cable leading to the third network card. 

6. To install, go back to the a: prompt and type a:\setup. (No surprises there.) 

7. During the installation, Workgroups 3.11 will simply upgrade your version 
of Windows or previous version of Workgroups. 

During this operation, it will sense your network card. It can't sense all cards 
but Microsoft says the software will sense most cards. Even if your card has not 
been recognised, hang in there! 

8. Whether your card has or hasn’t been recognised, the software will ask 
you to configure your network. 

This is much simpler than it sounds. What you should see is figure 1. 

9. If you wish to network with other machines, make sure the ‘Network’, 
‘Sharing’ and ‘Printer’ options are emboldened. 

Click on the Networks button to see what’s enabled. (See figure 2.) 

If you wish to use Workgroups 3.11 as a standalone operating system, click 
on the ‘no network’ option — the options in the box will grey out. 

Otherwise, the option Install Microsoft Windows Network should be 
activated. 

10. Cancel out of 
‘Networks’ and click on 
the button marked 
‘Sharing’. 

Make sure the boxes 
are checked with a cross 
if these are the functions 
you wish to enable. (See 
figure 3.) 

11. Cancel out of 

‘Sharing’. If Workgroups 3.11 failed to recognise your card, here’s where you can 
add a network driver—much like you would a printer driver—to enable your 
software to work with your network hardware. 

12. Click OK, and the Add Network Adapter (adapter = your card) window 
appears. Either scroll through the adapters to find your card, or click the ‘Detect’ 
button. (See figure 4.) 

Our Intel Ethemet 16 card was detected. 

The Microsoft Windows Network Names will appear—fill in as appropriate. 
(The other PC, undergoing the same treatment on the other side of the room, is

being given its own name.) (See figure 5.) 

13. You’re asked to restart your computer 

14. When you power up into Windows you’ll find 
everything looks pretty much the same as when you 
first started, save for a new Networks box with 
some icons you may or may not have seen before. 
(You can play with the like of ‘Windows Popup’ at a 
later date). 

All being well, both machines should be 
networked. You may find the performance of your 
PC has been affected. While the Dell showed no 
performance change, our Osborne machine slowed 
down considerably; we remedied this however by 
defragmenting the disk and freeing up more disk 
space on an exceptionally crowded C: drive. 
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FIGURE 3 

Hints on how to further tune up the running of your 
PC can be found in Chapter 14 of the Workgroups 
3.11 manual, “Managing Memory and Performance.” 

15. HOWEVER! Bonus time. Windows for 
Workgroups has 32-bit file and disk access built into 
the software. This can provide up to 50 per cent 
improved performance in terms of the time it takes 
for your PC to access files on your drives. 

To enable 32-bit access, open the Control Panel 
in Windows and double-click on the icon marked 
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386 Enhanced. 

Click on the button marked Virtual Memory... 
You should see figure 6. 

Click the button marked Change» for the panel 
to extend (figure 7): 

Check the two boxes at the bottom if they’re 
available, click OK, and restart the computer when 
asked to do so to enable the changes. 

15. Open the File Manager. Here, there are four 
new icons on the toolbar which we’ll immediately 
concern ourselves with (figure 8): 

The first allows you to 
connect to another network drive, 
the other allows you to 
disconnect; the third allows you 
to allocate a file, directory or 
drive for sharing with other users, 
the fourth allows you 
to ‘un-allocate’. 

(If you’ve not 
used Windows for 
Workgroups before, 
there are a whole 
number of different 
features in the File 
Manager — you may 
like to refer to the 
user’s manual to 
familiarise yourself!) 

16. Click on a 
directory or file you 
wish to share, then 
click on the button 
with the hand 
holding the file. You 
should see the 
following (figure 9). 

Notice the file 
now has a hand 
beneath it — ready 
for sharing with the 
other PC on the net. 
(See figure 10.) 


As you can see, the network (which we called 
‘Communique’ during setup) is made up of the Dell 
and the Osborne. By clicking on the icon marked 
Dell, the Osborne operator can see those files which 
have been allocated as files for sharing. (We could 
quite easily have put the Dell’s entire C: drive at the 
disposal of the Osborne by allocating the C as a 
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shared drive.) (See figure 12.)In this case, the 
Osborne can now dip into the Dell’s A drive, the 
PostScript fonts and some working file directories. 

After selecting the shared directory called CTN, 
a new drive icon appears in the file manager Drive 
bar called Drive f:. Here, it’s 
possible to work directly with 
any of the files within the 
directory in any of the 
Microsoft applications. For 
instance, Drive f: is an option 
when you open files in 
Microsoft Word. (See figure 13.) 

The advantages soon 
become apparent. Copying files 
between two 3.5inch floppies 
becomes a snap; you effectively 
put another hard disk drive at 
your disposal; and you have 
access to hardware on one machine which you may 
not have on another. 

Here we have the Dell running off a CD on the 
Osborne’s CD-ROM drive — while the Osborne 
accesses the same disc. • 




More power to you 

Once you’re up and running there are a host of 
options available to make your Microsoft Windows 
for Workgroups network a more powerful multi-user 
film house. 

Of course printer sharing is a big plus — and it’s 
surprisingly easy. If you enabled printer sharing in step 
10 then your print manager will feature the same new 
buttons with the sharing hand you first encountered 
in the File Manager. Simply select the printer you wish 
to share, click the share button and it becomes 
available to your network. 

The printing operation at the other PC is a matter 
of selecting that printer from the list of printers in the 
Print Manager, and printing as normal. 

Windows for Workgroups also comes with 
Microsoft at Work PC Fax. This allows both 
standalone PCs and those on the network to 
send/receive documents and faxes through the one 
fax modem. (For a full explanation of how to use the 
Microsoft at Work Fax in Workgroups 3.11, see the 
tutorial in last month’s Communique.) 

Of course Windows for Workgroups has a host 
of other benefits for people wishing to use the 
network for things greater than simply amassing 
hardware resources — some of these may be 
appropriate for the SOHO operator, depending on 
your circumstances. 

If the other operators on your network are not 
within shouting distance, you can send e-mail, ‘Chat’ 
on-line and even co-ordinate your work-schedules. 
Remote Access, meanwhile allows you to dial into, 
say, another PC you have at your place of work and 
retrieve documents and mail; likewise, if you have a 
notebook PC and a portable modem, you can dial 
into your home network and upload and download as 
you wish. •

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In February the Macquarie Bank 
decided to standardise on 
Microsoft Windows and Microsoft 
Office as its desktop environment. 

To find out more about the Bank’s 
IT strategy, we talked to Gail 
Burke, the executive director of 
information services at the Bank.

Communique: Can you describe the Macquarie 
Bank? 

Burke: Macquarie is the only significant Australian- 
owned investment bank. It consistently earns above 
forecast returns and is consistently expanding here 
and more recently overseas. 

We score very well against the major banks in 
many areas even though comparatively speaking, 
we’re very small. For example, we’re rated number 
one on the Sydney futures exchange. We’re the 
leading market maker in exchange traded options 
and our bullion and metals banking business is 
among the top such operations in our time zone. 

Communique: What does your computer setup 
look like? 

Burke: At the moment we have an IBM mainframe, 
but our strategic direction is client/server. We have a 
network of 250 Sun workstations and we have about 
1,000 networked PCs. 

Communique: How much processing does your 
mainframe do now? 


Ms Burke has been 
at the Bank for 11 
years. She joined in 
1983 - two years 
before Macquarie 
was granted a 
banking licence - as 
the systems manager 
for the Investment 
Services Group. At 
that time there were 
only 20 people in the 
IT department. 

Today there are over 
160 in Information 
Systems. This 
growth mirrors the 
growth of the Bank 
as a whole - from 
300 people in 1983 
to 1,500 today. 


Burke: It handles most back office transaction 


Communique: What’s the timetable to move 
everything off the mainframe? 

Burke: We plan to have everything off and running 
on the servers in five years. We’ll be moving individ¬ 
ual applications across — retiring the old applica¬ 
tions and implementing the new generation of 
applications — over that time period. Since we’re 
talking about 15 or so applications, there’s quite a lot 
of work involved. 

Communique: Are those 1,000 PCs personal 
productivity machines or do they have a wider 
role? 

Burke: At the moment they’re predominantly 
personal productivity machines but they also pro¬ 
vide access to the mainframe. Some run mission- 
critical applications but we’re about to roll out a 
whole series of mission-critical applications which 
are based on client server. We’ve standardised with 
Windows on the desktop.

The role of PCs is changing what was 
predominantly a personal productivity tool — and 
part of a pretty fragmented environment — to being 
part of a serious computing utility. 

Communique: What are you trying to achieve 
with a ‘serious computing utility’? 

Burke: It’s becoming the distributed computing 
facility which will replace the mainframe. As we see 
it, the PC provides the delivery mechanism or user 
interface for the new generation of applications 
we’re building. 

Communique: Microsoft is saying it wants to 
make its applications part of the mainstream 
computing environment. So, for example, you 
can use Excel as a frontend for a database 
application. Is this something the Bank is doing? 

Burke: Yes, absolutely. Which is why we chose 
Microsoft. We see many corporations around the 
world where people waste so much time keying 
data from reports into spreadsheets and from 
reports into documents. It’s just an enormous waste 
of highly paid professionals’ time. 

That’s why, having decided on Windows, we’re 
moving to Microsoft Office suite. There’s a lot of 
synergy there, which will allow us to use a lot of the 
features of the Windows environment. Professionals 
will be able to move data easily from a database into 
a spreadsheet or a word-processing document. 

Communique: Why did you choose the 
Microsoft suite? 

Burke: It’s a question of going with the flow. We 
look at simple market economics and it’s clear that 
Microsoft is the winner. We had another word 
processor here, but there was no doubt from talking 
to our people that they wanted a change. If you let 
your secretary choose a word processor then you’ll 
get the best word processing system for secretaries. 
But if you look to the future, the next generation of 
professionals will do much of that work themselves, 
so you need a suite of professional applications 
which are easy to use and which those professionals 
are comfortable with. You don’t want something 
which only suits the professional word processors. 

The push for Word for Windows came from our 
Corporate Advisory business. They had a ratio of 
one secretary to two professionals, but they were 
increasingly hiring graduates. These people wanted 
to have computers on their desks and they wanted 
to do their own inputting of material. 


So it was the people at the business end of the 
organisation who initiated the review of word 
processing. 

Communique: Do you impose a set of accept¬ 
ed applications on the users or do they have 
some freedom to choose what they want? 

Burke: As part of defining and recommending an 
architecture, we came up with a standard: the 
Microsoft Office suite. 

We’re in the throes of standardising now. 

The conversion to Word is just about complete. 
The move to Excel has started but there are still a 
lot of Lotus users around. It takes longer to 
convert them because of the complexity of some 
of the Lotus applications. 

Communique: Did people complain about the 
change? 

Burke: There were only a few diehards in the 
Bank! By and large, people viewed it as a very 
positive move. 

Communique: Do you use components from 
Office as part of other applications? 

Burke: Yes, we’re actively doing that. Our eco¬ 
nomics research area uses a charting and graphics 
package built in-house in C on Unix. We’re replac¬ 
ing that with an Excel-based application over time. 

We don’t have any Word applications yet, but 
I’m sure we will. Well integrate customer service 
applications with Word. 

Communique: What’s fuelling this change 
to a distributed computing platform?

Burke: The time is right for the change. Two years ago, I don’t think the deci¬ 
sions which needed to be to made were entirely clear. Then the whole PC 
environment shifted from being a fringe area as far as corporate IT is concerned 
to being part of a serious corporate computing utility, something that requires 
serious management. 

Increasingly, we need to build applications which have well-defined 
interfaces to a well-defined desktop architecture. If there’s no architecture and 
many different desktop applications, we’re really constrained in the quality and 
useability of the applications we can deliver to the business. 

We see that the economy — and certainly Macquarie Bank — is poised for a 
period of growth. We have an enormous backlog of new applications so we feel 
that if we don’t get the desktop right now, we’ll be in serious trouble. 

The business has pushed us. They’ve come to [the Information Systems 
department] and said they want the same reliability on their PCs that they get on 
the mainframe. They’re saying, “You own it, it’s your problem; just make sure it’s 
available all the time.” 
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Burke: At Macquarie Bank the challenge is dealing 
with some very diverse business units with diverse 
needs. 

We don’t have a corporate hierarchy, which makes 
life quite difficult when you’re a centralised services and support group. It’s 
similar to a partnership in that you have to establish your own contacts 
throughout the organisation because essentially there’s no top down chain of 
command. So we need to market all our decisions to the business units. It’s hard 
getting discussion and decisions on infrastructure given that we’re a group of 
autonomous business units. 

The job is more complex because we’re an organisation which has grown 
continually. We’ve gone from 300 personnel to 1,500. Eighteen months ago we 
didn’t have an operation in London. Now we have 35 people there and we expect 
the numbers to double in the next two years. We’re also opening offices in New 
York and Hong Kong this year. All of this means that we have a very demanding 
base of users and the rate of change is sometimes overwhelming. 


Communique: Given the different units within the 
Bank, has Information Systems managed to main¬ 
tain consistency in the technology used across all 
parts of the Bank, and how has that been achieved? 

Burke: I’d say it’s fairly consistent. The Bank recog¬ 
nises that most of the business units are highly depen¬ 
dent on technology and that technology is really the 
key to differentiating the Bank’s products from its 
competitors. 

Communique: How does Windows sit with the 
Bank’s other technologies? 

Burke: We’re pretty committed to Windows on the 
desktop and we’re committed to gradually replacing 
Unix on the desktop. The difficulties of having two 
different architectures on the desktop constrain us 
and make management more difficult 
Communique: So the key word is simplicity? 
Burke: Absolutely. The new client/server environ¬ 
ment is much more complex to manage than the 
mainframe glass house. It’s arguable whether in total 
it’s any cheaper. Of course, we can’t go back, but 
client/server could be made easier to manage. One 
way of simplifying its management is to streamline the 
number of vendors we have to deal with. 
Communique: As senior IT executive, what 
challenges are you faced with in the Bank?

Communique: Do you use Microsoft Mail? 

Burke: Mail comes with the Office suite and we’ve 
just put in place an implementation plan. We’re just 
about to start installing Mail across the Bank. 

Communique: So what’s important for the 
future? 

Burke: The important thing is to get the infrastruc¬ 
ture right I’d hope that we’re putting in place an 
infrastructure which is positioning us for the next 
five years. We aim to go down a path that would not 
lock us in unduly or constrain our future flexibility. 

People used to expect to build systems which 
had a lifecycle of 10 years. Our observation is that 
lifecycles we build have shortened. Today, some 
applications only have a life of 18 months, some last 
for three years and some longer than that This is 
because traditional development tools and approach¬ 
es no longer suit the fast changing business 
environment not the new computing architectures. 

We think a big part of the answer is the use of an 
object-oriented approach. The ultimate objective is 
that you don’t have to have IT people build the 
systems or change the system to accommodate a 
new product or service. 

The business will be able to do it itself using a 
library of objects which we’ve built. 

Communique: Is this achievable? 


Communique: What about connecting with the world outside the Bank? 

Burke: At the moment we have about 30-odd clients who are connected to the 
Bank. We send information to them and they send information to us. The next 
area of priority is to design an architecture for remote connectivity both for 



Burke: Yes, I think it’s achievable within alike 
business units. It’s not achievable right across the 
Bank. If you tried to do it across the Bank you’d 
spend so much time at the design stage that you’d 
never get off the drawing board. But it’s achievable 
for groups in related areas. Certainly, people over¬ 
seas seem to be making some progress. 

Lastly, it doesn’t just involve buying an object- 
oriented toolset — it also involves re-engineering 
the traditional approach to systems development.#

Word 6.0 for Windows 
contains a host of productiv¬ 
ity enhancing features to 
help you complete large 
documents quickly and 
accurately. 

There's nothing worse 
than printing out a 200page 
document only to find that 
on page 43 you have two 
paragraphs numbered 17.5.2. 
Or you’ve typed a message 
such as... This is referred to 
on page 52... only to find the 
section you’re referring to is 
now on page 55! 

Some of these problems 
should no longer occur if you 
follow the simple procedures 
outlined in this tutorial. 


INTRODUCING AUTOMATIC 
NUMBERING 

In this section you’re going 
to use the automatic numbering 
button on the toolbar and 
become familiar with the power¬ 
ful features of the right mouse 
button. Before you start, how¬ 
ever, you should make sure the 
Formatting toolbar is visible. 

To do this: 

iB From the View menu, choose 
Toolbar. 

WM Make sure the Formatting 
option is checked. 

El Choose OK 

The Formatting toolbar is 
now displayed and you should 
see the automatic numbering 
button. 



You’re now ready to try a 
simple example of automatic 
numbering. 

Q| Type the following text.

the Edit menu, choose Copy (or 
hold down Ctrl and type C.). 

El Position the insertion point in 
the new, blank paragraph at the 
end of the document (the one 
numbered 3) and then from the 
Edit menu, choose Paste (or 
hold down Ctrl and type V). 


Notice the paragraphs are 
copied to the new position and 
are automatically renumbered. 

Your document should now 
look like the one shown below. 



CHANGING THE INDENT

You can also incorporate 
numbering into styles if you 
prefer, so the numbers appear 
automatically whenever you 
choose the style. Word 6.0 for 
Windows also has an option for 
numbering heading paragraphs.

then look in the Keys group to 
see which key combination is 
active. 

if If the key combination doesn’t 
look like the one shown in the 
Keys group in the accompany¬ 


ing figure, click on the Add 
button, then hold down the 
Command key plus the Option 
key plus the Space Bar. 

if Close the windows, then try the 
short cut key again. If it still 
doesn’t work, it may be due to 
something more obscure. 

The more complex reason is 
that this key combination is 
known not to work on machines 
running System 7.1 which have 
a US System 6 keyboard layout 
in the System Folder. 

To overcome this problem, 
carry out the following steps: 

if Make sure you don’t have any 
applications such as Word or 
Excel running, then open the 
System folder. 

^ Locate, then open the Control 
Panels folder. 

if Open the Keyboard Control 
Panel. 

Check to see which options are 
available. If you have a keyboard 
layout called US System 6, this 
could be the cause of the 
problem! 

if Close this window, then open 
the System suitcase in the 
System folder. 

^ Scroll down until you locate the 
keyboard layout called US 
System 6, then drag it out of the 
folder. 

Try the keyboard shortcut in 
Word now. It should work. 


Determining the ‘Class’ 
of a modem

Well, of course, if you’re a 
Wizard, you just ‘know’. But for 
mere mortals, the following steps 
are probably more appropriate. 
Plug your modem in and start 
the Terminal program. Make 
sure you’ve told it the correct 
port to look for the modem on, 
then type the following 
command: 

AT+FCLASS=? 

If the modem responds with 
0,1,2 it’s a Class 2 modem. If it 
responds with 0,1 it’s a Class 1 
modem. 

If it’s not a fax modem, then it 
will respond with an error 
message. 



Speeding up 
Microsoft Access 

DEAR WIZARD, 

I’ve found Microsoft Access 
to be one of the best 
productivity tools our company 
has ever purchased. It means 
I can create user-friendly 
applications for the staff 
without having to write lots 
of code as I did in the past. 

However, I’d like some 
advice about one aspect of 
using Access. Some of the 
machines used by the clerical 
staff only have 4Mb of RAM 
and one or two of them are 
386DX machines. Is there any 
way I can speed up the 
performance of Access on 
these computers?

The Wizard replies: 

Yes, there are some simple 
things you can do to make sure 
that Access performs at its 
peak, although 4Mb is perhaps 
a bit low for such a powerful 


application. 

First make sure you’ve checked 
the standard ways of improving 
the performance of Windows 
before you start tweaking 
Access. 

Two ways of readily improving 
the performance of Wmdows 
are to defragment your hard 
disk and to set up a permanent 
swap file. 

Defragmenting your hard disk 
is easy if you have MSDOS 6.2. 
Simply exit to MS-DOS, run 
the DEFRAG program and 
sit back and watch the perfor¬ 
mance! 

When MS-DOS stores files on 
your disk, it tries to store 
them in sectors which are next 
to each other. If consecutive 
sectors (the jargon is contigu¬ 
ous sectors) aren’t available, 
then it stores some of your 
file in one sector then hunts 
around for the next available 
sector and so on. 
Defragmenting your hard disk 
reassembles your file so that 
all the sectors are stored in 
contiguous sectors, thus reduc¬ 
ing the disk head movements 
required to read your file. This 
can have a significant effect on 
performance. 

The second step is to set up a 
permanent swap file. A 
permanent swap file can only 
be established in contiguous 
sectors, so set it up immediate¬ 
ly after you defragment your 
hard disk. If you don’t have a 
permanent swap file, Windows 
creates a temporary swap file 
every time it starts, thus slow¬ 
ing down the start-up time for 
Windows and the time taken to 
store and retrieve data in the 
swap file. 


The next step is to change two 
entries in your MSACCESS.INI 
file. The first is to set the buffer 
size. This is the amount of 
memory set aside for Access 
to hold data in. To do this carry 
out the following steps: 

^ Load MSACCESS.INI into a text 
editor or word processor. (It’s 
located in your Wmdows 
directory.) 

Scroll down until you find the 
[Options] section of the file. 

^ Type the following line: 
MaxBufferSize=1024 
This allocates 1Mb for data 
storage and other information 
that Access needs to hold in 
memory. (If you only have 4Mb 
available this might be too 
much, so set it to 512.) 

If you have plenty of RAM, 
increase the buffer size to 2048. 
Keep trying different values 
until you’re satisfied with the 
performance. 

The second technique is to stop 
the Wizards’ being loaded on 
machines where they’re simply 
using databases you’ve already 
created. (Don’t do this on 
machines where the Wizards 
are used.) 

^ Scroll to the [Libraries] 
section. 

it Locate the line which loads the 
Wizards; it’ll look like this: 
Wizards.mdb=ro 

^ Type a semicolon at the begin¬ 
ning of that line. 

This will free up over 300K of 
RAM and should help improve 
the performance of Access. 
Note that Access version 2.0 
requires a minimum of 6mb of 
RAM and 8mb is recommend¬ 
ed. However, the general 
recommendations for optimisa¬ 
tion is still applicable.

SETTING A DEFAULT DIR 
FORMAT IN MS-DOS 6.0 

There are lots of new 
switches to learn for the DIR 
command, but if you follow this 
Hot Tip, you needn’t bother 
with them! 

Include the following line in 
your Autoexec.bat file: 

SET DIRCMD=/0:GE /L /W /P 

[Note three spaces between 
GE/L/W/P] 

This will set the DIR com¬ 
mand to mean you want a 
directory listing which groups 
all the directories first; then it 
lists the files by name and 
extension in alphabetical order 
(/0:GE); displays the output in 
lower case letters (/L), and 
orders them in columns across 
the screen (/W). All this will be 
displayed a page at a time C/P). 

It’s the same as typing DIR 
/0:GE /L /W /P at the DOS 
prompt. You can add any 
switches to this at any time by 
typing in DIR, plus the extra 
switches you want. 

You can override any preset 
switches by prefixing any 
switch with a hyphen for 

example, DIR/-W.

ALLOWING MULTIPLE USERS 
TO LOG ON TO WINDOWS 
FOR WORKGROUPS MAIL ON 
THE SAME MACHINE 

We recently installed 
Windows for Workgroups 3.11. 

We’ve found the Mail applica¬ 
tion which is provided with 
Wmdows for Workgroups 3.11 
an excellent productivity tool. 

A problem we found, 
however, was that initially only 
one person could read their 
mail on a machine, and yet 
more than one person might 
have use of that machine. 

We found, however, that by 
executing the following proce¬ 
dure, multiple users could share 
a machine to log onto mail. 

O Set up the Workgroup Post 
Office. This can’t be done on 
the machine which will be used 
by multiple users. 

0 Start Microsoft Mail on the 
machine which users will be 
using and log on to the remote 
Post Office. 

0 Now exit and sign out of mail. 

This creates an MSMAIL.INI 
file. 

O Open the MSMAIL.INI file in a 
text editor and change the line: 

Noserveroptions=l 

to 

Noserveroptions=0 

This allows you to select 
the Server option in Mail. 

0 Start Mail again and from the 
Mail menu, choose Options. 

0 Choose the Server button, and 
edit the MMFpath in the File 
Box from: 

C: /Windows /MSMAIL. MMF 

to 

C:/Windows/<Mailbox Name>.MMF 


where <Mailbox Name> is the 
name of the user who logged in. 

0 Choose OK This renames the 
MSMAIL.MMF file to the 
Mailbox Name with an .MMF 
extension. 

0 To add another user, rename 
the MSMAIL.INI file and log in 
on the mail server with the new 
user’s name. Then exit, sign out 
of Mail and follow steps 3 to 6. 
Repeat for as many users as 
necessary.

To allow multiple users to 
log in from any machine, 
follow this procedure: 

O Create a Work Group Post 
Office on one machine. This 
will act as the ‘mail server’for 
all other machines in the 
workgroup. 

0 As the Postoffice Manager, 
create accounts for each of the 
users who’ll be on the WGPO. 
User accounts can be created 
by choosing the Postoffice 
Manager option from the Mail 
menu and selecting the Add 
User button. 

0 Exit, from Mail and share the 
WGPO directory using the File 
Manager. 

O After you’ve created the user 
accounts, start Windows for 
Workgroups Mail on the 
computer that multiple 
users will be using. If this is 
the first time you’ve started 
Mail, select the ‘Connect to an 
Existing Postoffice’ option and 
connect to the WGPO. 

A message is displayed 
asking you whether an account 
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for the user has been created 
an the Postoffice; choose the Yes 
button. Mail will connect you 
to the remote WGPO and will 
create a MSMAIL.INIfile an 
your computer in the Windows 
directory. 

0 You are then prompted to sign 
in to Mail by typing the mail¬ 
box name for one of the users 
who’ll be using Mail from this 
workstation. 



0 You can now configure Mail to 
store the user’s mail message 
file (.MMF) on the Postoffice, 
rather than on the local work¬ 
station. From the Mail menu, 
choose Options. 



0 Choose the Server button from 
the right-hand side of the 
Options dialog box. The Server 
dialog box will be displayed. 



You must now change the 
storage location to the Post- 
office. Notice that at present, 
the message file is stored on the 
local C: drive. You want it to be 
stored on the Postoffice machine. 

0 Select the Postoffice radio 
button. 

Mail will 
move the user’s local MMF file 
to the WGPO.

MSINFO IN WORD FOR 
WINDOWS 6.0 

Ever wanted detailed 
information about your com¬ 
puter system without having to 
buy special software for the 
purpose? 

We all know that MS-DOS 
6.0 has a pretty good MSD 
(Microsoft Diagnostics) utility, 
but for that increasing breed of 
Windows buffs, Word for 
Windows 6.0 has a great little 
program called MSInfo.Exe. 

You can access MSInfo by 
clicking onto Help, then ‘About 
Microsoft Word’ then clicking 
the button ‘System Info’. 


having to go through the long- 
winded process of getting into 
Word 6.0 first. 

The program has good info 
about everything on your 
system including MS-DOS and 
Windows versions (for those 
who can’t remember), available 
memory and hard disk space, 
printer and printer drivers 
including their dates and sizes, 
dynamic link libraries (DLLs) 
and a host of other little goodies. 

You can even run programs 
from MSInfo.Exe, print out the 
report or save to your hard disk. 

One little tip though, if 
you’re using a temporary swap 
file, you’ll find that if you add 
the ‘Swap file Size’ figure to the 
‘Available Space on Drive C’ 
figure, you’ll probably get a 
more accurate idea of the real 
amount of space left on your 
hard drive.
